Tho flames fro m the Lo ck wo o d stru c­ 
tu re su rmo u nted the sev enty -fo o t fire 
wall o f the o pera ho u se and q u ick ly 
made a mess o f that v arnished tinder­ 
bo x . The streets were filled with mer­ 
chants carry ing v alu able papers fro m

fish and to repo rt su ch ev idence as 
they g ather to the pro secu ting atto r­ 
ney s o f the co u nties. 
E. E. Earle, 
chief depu ty fish and g ame co mmis­ 
sio ner, lo o ked into the situ atio n and 
then placed o ne o f the field depu ties in 
charg e.

Mr. Earle attribu tes the po iso ning o f 
the fish to the refu se emptied into , the 
riv er by strawbo ard and paper mills in 
the v icinity o f Hartfo rd City , and de­ 
clares that a who lesale po iso ning is 
likely to o ccu r at any time u nless the 
practice o n the part o f the facto ries 
is sto pped. Dr. J. N. Hu rty , secretary 
o f the state bo ard o f health, said that 
in the absence o f direct ev idence, he 
was no t prepared to assig n the cau se 
o f the tro u ble to the mills in qu estio n 
bu t said that o ther so u rces o f po iso n­ 
ing mig ht be at fau lt, as, fo r instance, 
a su dden rise o f the riv er after lo w 
water, which wo u ld carry Hartfo rd 
City sewag e in g reat qu antities do wn 
the stream after it had been ly ing in 
po o ls in the riv er bed.

y as did that o f the mo to rcar and 
that within ten y ears at the mo st the 
aero plane will be bro u g ht to a remark­ 
ably hig h state o f efficiency , particu ­ 
larly as a military machine. 
General Bell rather do u bted the u til­ 
ity o f the aero plane fo r ex plo siv es 
dro pping pu rpo ses. 


V alue Yet Indefinite. 
“It is no t po ssible in the present 
state o f dev elo pment o f air nav ig atio n 
to determine definitely what v alu e air 
craft may hav e in warfare,” he said. 
“Fo r transpo rting any co nsiderable 
weig ht it wo u ld seem pro bable that 
dirig ible ballo o ns mig ht be mo re reli­ 
able than heav ier than air machines. 
Yet dirig ibles are su bject to a serio u s 
drawback in making headway ag ainst 
a wind blo wing at a co nsiderable rate. 
The who le science e i av iatio n is still 
in su ch a state o f dev elo pment that 
o nly ex periment and ex perience can 
wo rk it o u t. 
“Ho wev er, tho se who will bear in 
mind the nu mero u s difficu lties which 
hav e been o v erco me by mo dern mo to r 
v ehicles in their rapid dev elo pment 
du ring the past decade will be inclined 
to believ e that heav ier than air ma­ 
chines will in the nex t few y ears be 
su fficiently dev elo ped to make them 
reliable In nav ig ating the air ex cept in 
winds that may be pro perly classified 
as sto rms. 
“To ju st what ex tent heav ier than 
air machines can be u tilized in carry ­ 
ing weig hts it is, o f co u rse, Impo ssible 
to fo resee, bu t I perso nally hav e no 
do u bt that aero planes will be perfect­ 
ed in the co u rse o f ten y ears at the 
mo st, if no t in fiv e, to su ch an ex tent 
that they may be relied u po n to carry 
fro m three to fiv e perso ns and po ssi­ 
bly a small amo u nt o f ex plo siv e in ad­ 
ditio n. 


Ordnance W ill Be Invented. 
“By the time this co mes abo u t o rd­ 
nance fo r the pu rpo se o f destro y ing 
air craft will u nqu estio nably hav e 
been dev elo ped, and ballistic tables de­ 
sig ned to co ntro l the trajecto ry o f su ch 
o rdnance will also hav e been bro u g ht 
to the fro nt. 
“No fig u ring has ev er y et been per­ 
fected u po n the pro blem o f hitting o b­ 
jects in the air by this o r any o ther na­ 
tio n. 
It will pro bably be fo u nd that 
facto rs enter into tho latter pro po si 
tio n that do no t apply at all. o r if so 
with mu ch less o r g reater deg ree with 
reg ard to o rdinary tiring thu s far per­ 
fected. 
“Owing to the speed at which air 
craft can trav el the pro blem o f accu ­ 
rate firing at them wo u ld be co nsider­ 
ably mo re difficu lt than with o bjects 
o n a ho rizo ntal. 
Bu t this selfsame 
speed wo u ld likewise make it difficu lt 
fo r perso ns 
the air craft to hu rl 
pro jectiles and strike the o bjects aimed 
at o n the g ro u nd o r to tire any kind o f 
o rdnance with any deg ree o f accu racy 
at marks o n the earth’s su rface.”

The condition 
<»f 
the 
National 
treasury at the end of June, which 
is. also the end of the fiscal y ear, will 
be very much better than was esti­ 
mated by Secretary Mac Yea eh in his 
annual report to congress last De­ 
cember. 
Not only have the receipts 
been heavier than he expected, but 
the economies of the administration 
have resulted in considerably reduc­ 
ed disbursements. 
Instead of a deficit of $34,000,000 
predicted by the secretary in the or­ 
dinary receipts 
and 
disbursements 
there will be, in all probability , a 
surplus of five or six 
millions. 
If 
the extraordinary expenses 
of 
the 
Pan ama canal and redemption of the 
public debt are taken into account 
the deficit for the y ear will be only 
$28,000,000 instead of 
$73,000,000 
as estimated by the secretary . 
Basing his calculation on the fig­ 
ures already in hand, one of the most 
experienced of the treasury officials 
predicted that the receipts of the 
government 
for 
'the 
y ear 
would 
reach a total of $666,000,000, which 
is $18,000,000 more than was expec­ 
ted by the secretary . 
This includes 
$336,000,000 from customs; 
$263,- 
000,000 from internal revenue; $15,- 
000,000 from the 
corporation tax, 
and $50,000,000 from miscellaneous 
sources.

height of the children of alcoholics 
were found to be somewhat greater 
than those of sober parents, but it is 
pointed out that, with 
due 
correc­ 
tions for age, the height and weight 
of the latter proved to be in fact' 
slightly greater. 
The general health- 
of the alcoholic group seemed to be 
a little better than that of the non­ 
alcoholic. 
Tuberculosis and epilepsy 
were less freq uen t atfff there were 
fewer delicate children. 
Alcoholism 
in the parents has no notable effect 
on the child. 
The investigations of 
Miss Edgerton and Prof. Pearson 
tend to show that alcoholism is not a 
source of mental defect in offsprings, 
errors of refraction and other visual 
defects being indeed 
rather 
more 
common among the children of sober 
parents. 
In sum, the investigators failed to 
establish any relation whatever be­ 
tween the drinking habits of parents 
and the intelligence, 
phy siq ue 
and 
health of the children.”

and postag e stamps which they fou nd 
on his person. 
At the time he was 
cau g ht M cNarry 
admitted 
that he 
was a “dope” fiend and said that he 
wanted to g o to prison to escape the 
habit. 
lie said ihat the stamps and 
morphine had been g iv en him by an 
Ohio friend. 
The Shelby v ille police hav e since 
learned that a doctor's 
office was 
broken open the nig ht before the a r ­ 
rest of M cNarry , and a nu mber of 
stamps and a q u antity of morphine 
taken. 
The door was fou nd open the 
nex t morning and had been opened 
with a 
skeleton key . 
At the time 
M cNarry was su spected of being a 
member of the g ang which has been 
robbing postoffices ov er the State. 
Following his captu re at 
Homer, 
M cNarry confessed to 
entering the 
William Keppel 
home, 
near 
Ray s 
Crossing , for the pu rpose of stealing 
a lu nch and later pleaded g u ilty to a 
charg e of hou sebreaking . 
He was 
sentenced by Ju dg e Sparks to from 
one to fou rteen y ears in 
the State 
prison at 
Michig an City 
and was 
taken there Su nday by the sheriff. 
Du ring his stay at the jail he had 
been allowed to u se small q u antities 
of morphine and ju st before entering 
the prison he beg g ed the officers with 
tears in his ey es to g iv e him ju st one 
more 
dose of the 
“dope.” 
Upon 
their refu sal M cNarry stated that 
he was g lad he was g oing to prison, 
as that was the only way in which 
he cou ld possibly cu re himself of the 
morphine habit.

A fter a war of words between him­ 
self and wife Satu rday nig ht Jerome 
Copeland of Sr. Pau l, after kissing 
his children, donned coat 
and hat, 
picked u p his cane and left for Flat- 
rock with the av owed intention of 
throwing himself in the riv er as food 
for fishes and tirrtle-. 
Mrs. Copeland’s 
screams arou sed 
Sherman Conrad, a 
neig hbor, who 
hastily dre--ed himself and went to 
inq u ire into the trou ble. 
When 
informed 
of 
Copeland’s 
threats and departu re for the riv er 
Mr. Conrad went in search of him 
to prev ent his threatened 
>elf-de- 
stru etion. 
Not finding him he re­ 
tu rned and while there, in company 
with a nu mber of neig hbors arou sed 
by the screams of Mrs. Copeland and 
children, 
w a s discov ered by Clev e 
Watkins. 
He was in the rear of the 
residence, peeping arou nd the corner 
of the hou se. 
Mrs. Copeland in the meantime had 
g one into a dead faint, and Dr. F. M. 
Howard was called in t-< rev iv e her. 
Between Mr. Conrad and Dr. Howard 
Copeland receiv ed 
su ch a “talking 
to” that it is believ ed that he will not 
ag ain thu s frig hten his family . Cope­ 
land and his wife are as December 
and May . 
He is abou t sev enty -fiv e and she is 
thirty -fiv e. 
He recently su ed for a 
div orce while a resident of 
Shelby 
cou nty , alleg ing infidelity to her m ar­ 
ring 1 v o ws, on the part ( f his wife. 
Their domestic life ha s been a stormy 
one and Copeland has fou nd that to 
“ sow the wind is to reap the whirl­ 
wind.” 
His threatened su icide oc­ 
cu rred abou t 
midnig ht 
Satu rday 
nig ht. 


R. S. Peele, editor of the National 
Road Trav eler at Lewisv ille, Monday 
morning * filed three affidav its in the 
circu it cou rt ag ainst Blaine Rey nolds 
of Lewisv ille, say s the New Castle 
Cou rier. 
Rey nolds is charg ed with 
assau lt and battery on Pelle, imper­ 
sonating an officer and intox ication. 
Peele asserted that Rey nolds drov e 
into town early in the ev ening , u nder 
the influ ence of liq u or and that his 
horse showed 
plainly it 
had been 
driv en hard. 
He 
tried to pick a 
q u arrel with Peele sev eral times and 
Peele stated that he was forced to 
knock Rey nolds down. 
Peele also 
charg es that 
Charles 
Goodwin, the town marshal, observ ed 
the whole transaction, bu t refu sed to 
arrest Rey nolds or take a hand in the 
affair. 
Becau se of that Peele indi­ 
cated that he wou ld make an effort to 
hav e the officer impeached. 
As Peele entered the Wildey hotel 
he claims that he was ag ain accosted 
by Rey nolds, who a t that time im­ 
personated an officer 
and tried to 
place him (Peele) u nder arrest. 
It will be remembered that y ou ng 
Rey nolds is the y ou ng man who cre­ 
ated a reig n of terror in Lewisv ille 
not many weeks ag o, by tearing u p 
the town. 
He is no more ou t of that 
difficu lty u ntil he breaks into print 
ag ain. Lewisv ille is located ju st ov er 
the Ru sh-Henrv cou ntv line.
